MCLs are
set as close to the MCLGs as feasible using the best available treatment technology.

Maximum Contaminant Level Goal (MCLG) - The “Goai"(MCLG) is the level of a contaminant in drinking water below which there is no known or
expected risk to health. MCLGs allow for & margin of safety.

Maximum Residual Disinfectant Level (MRDL} — The highest level of a disinfectant allowed in drinking water. There is convincing evidence that addition
of a disinfectant is necessary for control microbial contaminants.

Maximum Residual Disinfectant Level Goal (MRDLG) — The level of a drinking water disinfectant below which there is no known or expected risk of
health. MRDLGs do not reflect the benefits of the use of disinfectants o control micrebial contaminants.

Parts per mitlion (ppm) or Milligrams per liter (mg/l} - one part per million corresponds to one minute in two years ar a singte penny in $70,000.

Parts per biflion (ppb) or Micrograms per fiter - one part per billion corresponds to one minute in 2,000 years, or a single penny in $10,000,000.

We are required to monitor your drinking water for specific constituents on a monthly basis. Results of regular monitoring are an indicator of whether or
not our drinking water meets health standards. We did complete the monitoring requirements for bacteriologicat sampling that showed no coliform
present.
